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For 12 years we at KRAB have sought to 
produce and provide a wide variety of 
intelligent worthwhile programming un- 
encumbered by commercial announcements. 
An examination of this program guide 

will reveal an abundence of non-commer- 
cial alternative programming. We cont 
tinue to feature quality classical, jazz, 
folk, and ethnic musics; a smattering of 
drama and poetry; and are now developing 
a viable public affairs department and 
Outreach program to make the First Amend- 
ment a reality on Northwest radio. Basic 
to our philosophy of broadcasting is the 
belief that we should innovate and not 
duplicate other media services, Thus, we 
do our best to offer what others can't, 
or won't, because of financial unfeas- 
ability. 


That, in essence, sums up where we are 
coming from. Yet its not a real picture 
of where KRAB is at now, for we at the 
station are continually asking ourselves 
how best, how most effectively, to use 
the medium, With the recent changes in 
political atmosphere and social climate, 
it has become less clear how best to 
document informatively and responsibly 
the events of our times. We are invest- 
igating new forms of news and document- 
ary programming, while continuing to 
emphasize drama, music, and arts prog- 
ramming that can serve a wide and diverse 
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audience inexpensively. In the coming 
months we hope to have numerous samples 
of these neu concepts on the air. 

I hope that you will indicate to us how 
successfully they serve your needs. 


While I am comfortable that our program- 
ming is evolving at a steady and reason=- 
able rate, you should know that all is 

not well with KRAB, With the increased 
cost of electricity, telephones, and 

other operating services, (not to mention 
the tremendous burden of paying 54 minimum 
wage salaries), we are having a harder and 
harder time making ends meet. The fact is, 
the ends don't even come close to meeting. 
The cost of moving our studio and trans- 
mitter facilities, increasing power, impro-= 
ving programming, and INFLATION, have 
accumulated into a debt of $15,000. 


Unless we can substantially reduce that 
$15,000 debt, there is a high probability 
that KRAB will cease to exist. In other 
words, in a few months, instead of Carlos 
Hagen, Saturday Morning Jazz, or Art is 
All Over, youtll tune to 107.7 and get 
"easy listening" or “underground top-40", 
The threat is terribly real

_ On Monday, December 23, there will be a 
special meeting of the members of the Jack 
Straw Memorial Foundation (if you're a volun- 
teer, subscriber or staff person at KRAB, you're 
a member) for the purpose of actina upon a num- 
ber of amendments proposed for the by-laws of 
the Foundation. The amendments are intended 
to accomplish the followina: 

--To restructure the Board of Trustees, 
from a body of nine, of which six positions 
are permanent, to a body of fifteen, of which 
nine positions will be elected directly by the 
members. The position of permanent trustee 
is to be eliminated. , 

--To assure areater volunteer and sub- 
scriber influence over Foundation decision- 
makino. 

The overall aoal of the proposed amend- 
ments is the creation of a Roard of Trustees 
which is sensitive to and involved in the needs 
and operations of KRAB. This is a particular- 
ly appropriate time to discuss reoraanization 
of the Board of Trustees, because of the re- 
cent resiqnation of three Board members and 
the impending separation of KBOO, KRAB's cou- 
sin station in Portland, Oreaon. : 

Required for amendina the by-laws is a 
majority vote of those members in attendance 
at a Special meeting. Thirty members consti- 
tute a quorum...please come.
